Baxter Younts, foreman of the 
mechanical department, who con- 
ducted the class through the build- 
ing lectured with authority on the 
various machines and explained the 
functioning of every device used in 
newspaper printing from a printers 
devil to the huge 82000 papers per 
hour press. The fibre mat which 
serve a very important purpose in 
the printery came in for probably 
the greatest interest to the class. 

The visit to The Enterprise fin- 
ished what might be called a com- 
plete course in newspaper publish' 
ing given to the Journalism class by 
the local paper. The editor gave a 
valuable address last week on news 
editing; the class has been allowed to 
practice news writing in the section 
allowed them in the Sunday editions, 
and after the actual demonstration of 
the mechanical work in publishing 
v napnr t\u- . ■■.. I. ^ v i,|:„,r myit-ries 
that have heretofore made news- 
paper work seem too complex to be 
contemplated have been cleared 
away for these students. 

Where before they felt a pro- 
found ignorance of the seemingly 
vague and even miraculous work of 
news gathering and editing there 
has now been an intense desire to 
step into the harness and cooperate 
in publishing their own college pub- 
lication.

Possessing a grim determination 
and maddened by two defeats of pre- 
vious weeks, the Purple Panthers, 
starving for victory, clawed and 
downed the highly touted Milligan 
College warriors by a 13-7 score on 
Saturday at Welch field. The game 
will go down on records as one of 
the greatest exhibitions of the grid- 
iron pastime ever displayed on the 
High Point battlefield. 

Frenzied followers of Coach Boy- 
lin's eleven horsemen cheered the 
Panthers on to their first victory. It 
was the same spirit in the last quar- 
ter that came to the ears of the Pan- 
ther warriors and aided them in giv- 
ing one of the greatest exhibitions of 
defense ever witnesses. The Milli- 
gan outfit, respirited by a touchdown, 
made after blocking a kick had, 
through a series of trick plays, 
brought the pigskin to the High 
Point eight-yard line. At this stage 
the Purple and White held Milligan 
for downs and Brasser kicked out 
of danger. 

It was a typical college crowd that 
rose from their seats to witness the 
kiekoff. Milligan received the ball 
and gained a first down before the 
Panthers released their surprising 
attack. The Panthers threatened sev- 
eral times in the first quarter and 
as that period ended, they had pos- 
session of the btall on Milligan's 11- 
yard line. 

It took but three plays to carry the 
ball across at the opening of the sec- 
ond period. Method tucking the 
ball under his arm and romping 
through the Milligan line at will. 
Perdue replaced Dixon, but fountl 
his try for the extra point a few 
yards wide of the posts. 

Too much space can not be given 
to the wonderful football ability dis- 
played by a Panther warrior by the 
name of Rowen. Undoubtedly, teh 
hero of the game, the little fullback 
repeatedly pierced the Milligan line 
for long runs, two of them being over 
.15 yards. In the last quarter the 
Panther star while running a wide 
end runw as hit by two Milligan men 
and his knee badly injured. The in- 
jury will probably keep him out for 
the next two games and Coach Boy- 
lin will find it a hard task to fill the 
vacancy. At the time of the misfor- 
tune Rowen had carried the ball for 
a total of 121 yards. 

This samef ootball player was re- 
sponsible for the last touchdown 
made by High Point. On three sue- 
cessivep lays he carried the ball to 
Milligan's 5-yard line and Method 
again hit the line for the necessary 
yardage. Perdue annexed the extra 
point with a placement kick. 

An even more vicious team repre- 
sented Milligan the second half. Un- 
leasing a bag of tricks, the ball was 
rapidly brought to High Point's goal 
line and Dennis carried it across. 
Bullington kicked for the extra 
point. The score stood 13-7. 

Minutes of tensive interest made 
up the last period. Each team 
fought for supremacy and when the 
timer's whistle blew,, the Purple and 
White emerged from their hardest 
game the victors.

Hill, McManus and Rowen were the 
victims of misfortune that will keep 
them out of the game Saturday 
against Atlantic College.

A comprehensive survey of the 
field of American history to deter- 
mine what subjects are most in need 
of further study; cooperative study 
of the historical background of prob- 
lems in American history, such as 
international relations, American bus 
iness, rural life, sectionalism, etc.; 
the award of small grants on the 
merit basis to individual scholars to 
enable them to meet the expenses of 
research on important subjects.

3. That the present "A grade 
rating of the college be made perma- 
nent by a guaranteed addition of a 
$10,000.00 annual offering for this 
purpose. 

A special committee was appointed 
to work out plans for projects 1 and 
2, and is composed of George T. 
Penny and J. M. Millikan. A com- 
mittee to dispose of the third project 
will be appointed at a later date. 

The college received very favor- 
able consideration at the hands of 
the conference, and as one member 
said: "The die is cast for the college. 
Two years ago it was on a 'trial' 
basis, but today it is backed by the 
conference very much in the affirm- 
ative." 

We are very glad to see that our 
work has been of such nature as to 
warrant the support that we receiv- 
ed, and we wish to take this means 
of saying to the conference: "Thank 
you."

English Port Stimulates Thorn/lit 
The second number of the Lyceum 
course was presented on Friday 
night in the form of a lecture on 
the Art of Self Culture," by John 
Cowper Powys. A great number of 
those who heard him disagreed with 
Mr. Powys in nearly all that he said. 
However, the lecture has stimulated 
more thought than any other one lec- 
ture ever heard on the campus. The 
speaker was magnetic. He held the 
attention of his audience throughout 
the evening. His vocabulary is com- 
prehensive, and he knows the works 
of the great men of literature and 
philosophy, 

The purpose of the lecture was to 
analyze what an educated person is, 
and to convert the audience to the 
speaker's idea of culture. In the 
beginning he congratulated the South 
upon retaining Latin and Greek in 
the curriculum of her schools, say- 
ing that the study of these two lan- 
guages laid a foundation for culture. 
He further stated that culture is not 
a means to an end. but an end in 
itself, that it is a passion, must be 
your own delight, and a tempera- 
mental fatality. "In order to become 
cultured you must have leisure. If 
vou do not have it. steal it, snatch 
it!" 

Mr. Powys advised one to draw 
culture from trying to cultivate in 
himself the point of view of some 
master. He said that most of the 
books from which he has drawn his 
culture are those with which be has 
come in contact since he left college. 
He likes Wordsworth for his simpli- 
city, Keats for his love of beauty, 
and Shakespeare for his poetic atti- 
tude toward life. He also likes 
Goeth e's Faust, Homer and some 
queer-sounding Russian author who 
write The Idiot. 

He likes Dante, and single lines 
from Milton. He quoted Keats's 
Ode To a Grecian I'm, at the end 
of his lecture, and after he had 
shown plainly his great love for 
beauty, it seemed an appropriate 
ending for the lecture.

Declining to state his rea- 
sons for withdrawing from the news- 
paper staff, Mr. Brooks voiced the 
hope that the student body would 
not condemn him for failure to dis- 
charge the duty with which they had 
honored him, as his reasons entirely 
justified such action. 

At the same time he explained that 
In would also withdraw from all 
other school activities and secure a 
room off the campus. Many of Mr. 
Brook's friends were puzzled by the 
mystery surrounding his sudden ac- 
tion. They could not discern whether 
he had decided to make a recluse of 
himself or had encountered some dif- 
ficulty which demanded sue!: a 
change of policy. 

No action has yet been taken by 
the Hi-Po s*aff with regards to tho 
resignation. However, it is expected 
to be accepted, as Mr. Mrooks is in- 
sistent. Necessity demands that a 
ncMMfl !>• ilc'iid <it the ccrliest 
possible moment In order to assure 
an uninterrupted publication of the 
college journal. 

Just what course will be pursued 
has not been decided. It is possible 
that the staff will choose a student 
to succeed Mr. Brooks or that the 
matter will be submitted to a vote of 
the student body.

IS O. HENRY DOOMED? 

H. I.. Mencken, critic and wr ier. comes in for a lot of critieist. he 
cause of his caustic pen. His antagonists say he never sees good in a i\ 
thing, and that is true. But we will have to hand him credit for one 
thing: whether we agree with his Idem or not. he sets our minds to think- 
ing. Perhaps this is the reason so many of us do not like him; we do not 
like to have to think. 

Mencken made a statement some time ago which has had me stirred 
up ever since. He was lambasting O. Henry. North Carolina's most fa- 
mous writer. He said that O. Henry's stories will not live through the 
ages- which is a rather disconcerting thought for those of us who love 
North Carolina and want to see it get along. 

The reason be gave VU thai l.> become immortal a story must por- 
tray a greater character, and <). Henry has been rather diffident with 
his characters, applying most of bis sjeains to devising situations, plots 
and surprise endings which is a mechanical feat at best. Although ha\- 
ing read O. Henrj only casually, I myself have noticed that his charac- 
ters partake more of the nature of types than of individuals. 

At first one rebels at Mencken's notion about O. Henry; particularly 
if one lives within fifteen miles of Greensboro. O. Henry's birthplace. 
Mencken has an air about his writing that makes one rebel, anvhow. 
However. I havi slept with the idea several months, and am now ready 
to agree with him. 

No doubt, there an some great stories which do not portray great 
characters. Still, a writers' chances of becoming immortal arc multiplied 
manifold if he presents a character that will live in the minds of his 
readers, even after the story itself has been forgotten. People arc inter 
ested in human beings. They are interested in human beings more than 
in machines — despite this age of the automobile, when men fondle Fords 
like babies. The characters in a story are human beings; the plot ami 
situations are the machinery. 

Frankly. 1 was never wild about O. Henry. His stories are famous 
for their surprise endings. However, in the scores of his stories that I 
have read. / have heen surprised only twice. The first time I read one 
of his stories, the surprise ending surprised me. After that I always ex 
petted the sudden turn at the end, and was not surprised when It came. 
Then, one day I read one of his stories (I do not recall the title; O. 
Henry's stories are forgotten just that easily), and it did not have the 
customary surprise ending. I was surprised; in fact, I was astonished, 
thinking for a moment that the printer had left out something. 

If O. Henry were not a North Carolinian, I would not be so anxious 
about the future of his stories. I am hoping he will live. But I fear 
disappointment will be my lot.

IS 0. HENRY DOOMED? 

H. L. Mencken, critic and writer, comes in fur a lot of criticism Le- 
<•mi.se of his caustic pen. His antagonists say lit never leei good in any- 
thing, and that is true. But we will have to hand him credit for one 
thing: whether we agree with bis ideal or not. he sets our minds to think 
■■g, Perhaps this is the reason so many of us do not like him: we do not 
like to have to think. 

Mencken made a statement some time ago which has had me stirred 
up ever since He was lambasting (). Henry. North Carolina's most fa- 
mous writer. lie said that (). Henry's stories will not live through the 
ages — which is a rather disconcerting thought for those of us who love 
North Carolina and want to see it j;ct along. 

The reason he gave WM that to become immortal a storv must por- 
t ray a greater character, and (). Henry has been rather diffident with 
His characters, applying most ot his genius to devising situations, plots 
and surprise endings which is a mechanical f. at al beat, Although hav- 
iarag read 0. Henry only casually, I myself have noticed that his charac- 
rs partake more of the nature of types than of individuals. 
At first one rebels at Mencken's notion about (> Henry; particularly 
if mil lives within fifteen miles of Greensboro, 0. Henry's birthplace. 
Mencken lias an air about his writing that makes one rebel, anvhow. 
However, I have slept with the idea several months, and am now 'ready 
!,> agree with him. 

No doubt, there an some great stories which do not portray great 

characters. Still, a writers' chances of becoming immortal are multiplied 

wauifold if he presents ■ character that will live in the minds of his 

■ itaders, even after the story itself has been forgotten. People arc inter- 

lge*edin human beings. They are interested in human beings more than 

ii machines — despite this age of the automobile, when men fondle Fords 

Ice babies, The characters in n story are human beings; the plot and 

nation* are the machinery. 

Frankly, I was never wild about (). Henry. His stories arc famous 
r- their surprise endings. However, in the scores of his stories that I 
v e read, / have been surprised only twice. The first time I read one 
liis stories, the surprise ending surprised me. After that I always ex- 
cted the sudden turn at the end, and was not surprised when it came, 
ic-n, one day I read one of his stories (I do not recall the title- O. 
jsnry'a stories are forgotten just that easily), and it did not have the 
itomary surprise ending. I was surprised; in fact, I was astonished, 
raJking for a moment that the printer had left out something. 

If 0. Henry were not a North Carolinian, I would not be so anxious 
»ut the future of his stories. I am hoping he will live. But I fear 
appointment will be my lot.

proceeded somewhat under darkness the

"Mutual Rights and Methndist Protest 
■at" enver a period of nearly three and 
■ mi' half years: from January 7. lS.'U to 
Max HO. 1884. The volume of the 
"Methodist lVotestnnt" is the fourth of 
an edition and iovci a period of one 
ye.it. from July 1. 1S;17 to July 18, IMS, 
The "Mutual Uights and Methodist 
Protestant" was successor to the "Mu 
tual Rights and Christian Intelligences,'' 
published from ISL'S to 1880. This peri 

odieal in turn was raeeeaeor to "Mutual 
Bights" and the "Wesleyan Repository" 
which were published before; and were 
largely responsible for the expulsion of 
the Associated Methodists from the 
Methodist Kpispocal church. The "Mu 

tual Mights ami Methodist Protectant" 

with its predecessors and successors hold 
the palm as being the oldest Methodist 
newspaper of continuous publication. 

it was edited by Gamaliel Bailey, at i>. 

In the (irst issue Mr. Hailey, in an 
editorial, says: "Beloved brethren, it is 
a matter of unspeakable joy and grati- 
tude, that, under the control of Al 
mighty (iod, the deliberations of our 
volition have been brought to so fav- 
orable an issue. We are now sacredly 
idnfederated in virtue of an instrument, 
which has been the result of much in- 
tense and candid reflection and discus- 
sion, and which is based, we humbly 
•fust, on the clearest principles of the 
natural rights of man." This very sig 
tiitiient statement gives us an insight 
to feeling of the early, fathers of tho 
Methodist Protestant Church. 

The second volume was edited imper- 
sonally by the Book Committee. Among 
the contributors appear such familiar 
names as W. 8. 8tockton, Asa Shinn, 
Samuel K. Jennings, and other leaders. 
The reader ia struck with the contrast 
hetween the contents of these volumes 
and much of the so-called religious lit- 
erature of today. The scholarship that 
enters into their make up is of an ex- 
ceptionally high order. The contents 
" of a high intellectual type and very 
'{instructive. Frivolous matter is ex- 
eluded.

Change H. P. C. Regulations 
Three years of the life of II. P. C, 

will soon have elapsed. In this 
brief span she has experienced 
growth and progress that have ex- 
ceeded the fondest hopes of her 
founders. Nevertheless, there arc 
many flaws to he found which have 
I'aileu to receive attention during 
the turmoil and trying times of 

the settling period. ^ 

Doubtless many changes will he 
made in the regulations before the 
next fall term. And since progress 
comes through profitable change. 

and when change ceases to occur 
the unit begins to decay, it occurs 
that great improvement could be 
realized al High Point ( iollege if a 
lew inefficient, stale, and entirely 
antique regulations were discarded. 
\i>t the least of these is the division 
of the school year. The present 
plan of two terms in the year docs 
not eo-ordinate with that of older, 
and better established colleges 
throughout the country. Those 
who made the regulationa regard- 
no the exam periods and the begin- 
ning ol new semesters doubtless 
have excellent reasons for insti- 
tutiug the system.

HE DOWNS CYNICISM 

In an address to High Point College 
ttBd«*ti Tuesday morning, Hon. O. E. 
Mendenhall, prominent business man 
and former state senator, deplored the 
tendency of the present world toward 
cynicism and the inability of people to 
think for themselves. 

"Today there is a tendency towards 
cynicism, especially in print," declared 
the speaker. "Gladstone and Washing- 
Ion have been attacked and their char- 
acters besmirched. I have no sympathy 
with a cynic and I don't believe that 
this college will turn out many cynics." 

Mr. Mendenhall pointed out that 
there has been a tendency on the part 
of our executives not to trust the peo- 
ple. "The legislative department has a 
tendency to keep important questions 
nwny from the public," continued tho 
speaker. "As a result of this, one man's 
opinion finally prevails. In my mind, 
with my experience with legislative af- 
fairs, I really doubt if democracy has 
so far been a success. Our thoughts 
are handed to us ready-made and there 
are few of us who think for ourselves." 

The speaker declared that in his 
opinion the editor of the Greensboro 
Daily News was exercising more influ- 
ence in High Point than all the minis- 
ters combined. 

Mr. Mendenhall ended his talk by 
warning his listeners not to accept the

HEAT

His 
enunciation of many words was not 
clear and he spoke too fast. Mr. Furr 
traced all the great battles of history 
from the battle of Marathon to the 
World Wnr. "The world's greatest 
battlefield is not on the scene of these 
great conflicts," declared the speaker, 
"but it is in the hearts of mothers of 
men. They aro the ones who fight the 
greatest battles."

All men art' liars, or so nearly fill, 
that those who novel' lie comprise 
a negligible minority. There be 
those who will resent this assertion, 
feeling that they have carefully 
ahataioejj 1 from this sort of vice, 
loathing anything that smacks of 
lie. Yet, upon examination they 
will discover in their make-up a 
tendency to deceive, to give false 
impressions. and to engage in vari- 
ous other practices which border 
on the lie. The world has grown | 
to detest the word "'lie." hut the 
world will go on lying, though call- 
ing it by other names less grating 
to the ear. 

Lying is so prevalent among men 

anil so evident that it is not neces- 
sary for me to eite proof or partic- 
ular instances.

dares than man has "a natural, 
though corrupt love of the lie it- 
self." lie lays, "truth is a naked 
and open day-light, that doth not 
show the masks and mummeries 
and triumphs of the world, half so 
stately and daintily as candle- 
lights." 

In the use of flic word "lie" we 
do not mean the telling of untruth 
always with vicious purpose. The' 
vicious lie is uncommon. It docs, 
not occur except where people have 
practiced the art continuously and 
for a long time, until their moral 
fibre loosens and deteriorates; for 
we cannot but admit that lying, as 
natural a part of man as it is. gives 
laxity to his moral sense in just 
proportion to the extent that he 
practices it. 

The lie which classifies all men 
as liars is the little unmentionable 
kind called "white lies," or 
" falsehoods," or "prevarications." 
Hut they arc not different from 
outright lies, since they are uttered 
with the intention of deceiving. 
And who is not guilty of deceiv- 
ing? 

There is not a student in this 
college who escapes this common 
foible of humanity, so far as my 
knowledge goes, and I aim to cast 
no slurs. Hven the ministerial stu- 
dents, whd perhaps curb their 
natural instincts more than us of 
the layman class, are lucky if they 
confine themselves to a lie a day. 
If falsehoods do not emanate di- 
rectly from their mouths, their ac- 
tions arc directed so as to deceive 
— a yd more picturesque form of 
lying that "doth ever add pleas- 
ure." 1 have seen them on "lass 
attempting to give the professor 
the false impression that they have 
studied their lesson. 

Preachers are not inhuman and 
therefore not guiltless. They lie 
quite as frequently as other peo- 
ple. It is true they escape many 
of tin' other sins of humankind, 
hut the very nature of their work 
makes it difficult, if not well nigh 
impossible, to stick to the truth. A 
preacher is set up before his con- 
gregation as a paragon, a model of 
goodness whom others may emu- 
late. Nothing short of a mythical 
man could measure up to the per- 
son he must be, and all through his 
career he finds himself compelled 
to feign goodness of which he is not

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IS THE RELIGIOUS LIFE OF H. P. C. 
UP TO THE STANDARD? 

Why not live up with the most ag- 
gressive colleges and universities in 
America by offering and requiring a 
course in "Orientntiou" of first year 
students f A few of the religious prin- 
ciples that are so often shaken upon 
entrance in college would be given 
special attention in this course. Fur- 
thermore, it would initiate them into 
the policies, purposes, aad expectations 
of the college: thus give them a taste 
of the attachments which they should 
desire to know and learn to love while 
in college. In aiding the student to 
get his bearings this course helps him 
to keep his convictions of conscience. 

Morning chapel services are towers 
for religious strength. Chapel services 
would be compulsory for first and 
second year students, while juniors 
would be allowed one cut per week. 
Through experiments of other colleges 
it has been found that this privilege 
is scarcely ever abused. In only a 
short time the seniors will be out in 
the world and they need to be put on 
their resources toward attendenec at re- 
ligious meetings. Therefore seniors 
would be allowed freedom from chapel 
attendance and given a chau -e for self- 
expression of their religious impulses. 

Concerning these chapel services they 
would be of almost complete religious 
nature and the time limit one-half hour. 
By religious chapel program is meant 
a service of devotional and inspirational 
nature. The programs would vary and 
unautheutical speakers and uninten- 
tional liars wojfld be weeded out. 

Religious activities and organizations 
necessarily depend on the size and 
equipment of the college, and this as 
other points is considered from the 
standpoint of a college similiar to High 
Point college. One organization which 
will give religious training and serve 
as a medium for expression will meet 
each Sunday evening. Students will 
have complete charge of this service 
Attendance and participation in this 
Sunday evening service will bo stressed 
and urged. Other activities and orguni- 
zations desired by students will be fos 
hand and encouraged by the authori- 
ties if they deem it advisable. 

Touching bn that ever debated ques- 
tion in denominational colleges— usually 
among the students— on church attend 
ance there would not be absolute com 
pulsory church attendance. For fresh- 
men compulsory church attendance; 
for sophomores one cut per month 
would be allowed; for juniors two cuts 
per month, and seniors would be given 
the optional desire for attendance, 
"lieligion is life" is the best known in- 
centive and wit h this plus the religious 
training of the required courses and 
organizations a little lead way will 
prone beneficial. 

l'eabody says that it is natural for 
the college student to be good. Thus 
with a little encouragement, coercion 
and training a college can produce stu- 
dents of a high type both religiously 
and intellectually. 

It is recognized that this program is 
defective but from class study it is 
believal le that it could be worked to 
a very good advantage in a similiar in- 
stitution to High Point college.

_ The decision of the State School 
Itonnl was the outcome of a plan of 
the faculty to substitute the Junior class 
for the Senior class In the spring com 
nieiicement. It is a recognised fact 
that the present Senior class is far be 
low the standard of the Junior class 
Taking this in consideration and care- 
fully weighing the matter from the 
viewpoint of academics — honors, digni- 
ty, athletic achievements and pretty 
girls, the faculty decided the wisest 
course would lie to graduate the Junior 
class a year early and to allow the 
Senior another year of experience. This 
plan was to have been carefully guard 
eil from people, not connected with the 
school, hut through a mistake of the 
faculty iu allowing a feminine iustruc 
tor to attend the meeting this fact be- 
came kuown to the authorities of the 
State School Board.

DINING HALL RULES 

Recent developments in the form of 
additional dining hall regulations indi- 
cate that eating may become compul- 
sory in the future. 

It has been recently announced in 
the dining hall that late comers at all 
meals will find the door locked, and 
their .35 cents worth of nourishment 
added to the overstuffed garbage can. 
If such procedure is legal, and the 
chances are that it will be made so, 
why not complete students to attend 
meals .just the same as they attend 
classes'?

Dr. It. XI. Andrews, president of the 
local college, delivered tin unusually 
forceful address to the students of the 
college last Tuesday morning at the 
chapel period, in which he declared that 
some few of the members of the student 
body have manifested a spirit of hostil- 
ity toward the administration and fac- 
ulty of the college. "If you cannot sup- 
|H>rt the institution and Ih> loyal to it. 
the thing for you to do Is to check out 
immediately," said I>r. Andrews. He 
further added : "There has been a 
mistaken Idea that because we are a 
young institution, we are In great MBd 
of students, and will go to any extreme 
to get them and keep them. Such Is 
not true, for I had rather close the 
doors of the college than to see anyone 
in authority here other than the ones 
■elected to exercise authority." 

Dr. Andrews further stated that some 
students appeared to have organized a 
clique to oppose the rulings of the fac- 
ulty. He W a rn e d these that they would 
lie dismissal from the school unless 
they change their mode of behavior nnd 
become obedient and willing to co-op- 
erftte. He made It plain that students 
are not here simply to have a goixl time, 
but that they are here to study. 

If is bettered that this strong state- 
ment of the president will prevent the 
Occurrence of any breach of discipline 
between now and commencement. The 
opposition of the students to which the 
president referred was due to the ruling 
of the faculty that no social function 
should be held off the campus by any 
organization of the college.

CUT SYSTEM PLANNED 

Outstanding among the business that 
arose at the inoperative Association 
meeting mi Wednesday was a report 
from Winifred llalstead '27, chairman 
of the committee on investigation of the 
cut system. 

"The committee elected has been 
meeting at least once a week. We 
have written to over twenty different 
colleges, collating and comparing the 
merits of their plan* The one that we 
suggest as best fitted to the needs of 
N. J. C. is one l.ased on scholarship. It 
should be called an 'attendance' rather 
than a 'cut' system. It follows: 

"1. Students having an average of 
2 or above will be allowed unlimited 
class cuts. 

"-. Fair students, maintaining an 
average of :i, are to be allowed twenty 
class cuts a year, not more than ten of 
which may be tak. n in one semester. 

"3. Students whose average falls be- 
low 3 are to be allowed no cuts. 

"This system allows a chance for 
freedom, providing that sufficient time 
and effort is given to academic work. 
To base cuts on scholarship is undoubt- 
edly the only fair i Ian. Illness cuts un- 
der this system would he excused. It 
must now be presented to the adminis- 
tration, for their rejection or approval.
